Charles M. Schwab, millionaire 
president of the Bethlehem Steel Cor¬ 
poration, holding company of the 
Union Iron Works, is a worker and 
booster for the prosperity of San 
Francisco. 

So thoroughly does the steel mag¬ 
nate believe in the future possibili¬ 
ties of the exposition city that he 
has directed millions of dollars be 
expended for having here a shipbuild¬ 
ing plant eciual to any in the world. 

He even said he and his associates 
had been compelled to alter their 
views regarding the progress and de¬ 
velopment of San Francisco during 
the last ten years. 

Ten years ago the Pacific coast

Yesterday at the St. Francis Hotel, 
Schwab, resting after the trip from 
Southern California, said all of the 
nice things possible about San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The most important announcement 
made, however, was regarding the 
expectations for ship work to be ac¬ 
complished at the Union Iron Works 
and the building of the new drydock 
which will be under way as soon as 
Congress gives the word. 

On the question of new construc¬ 
tion he announced the local plant will 
build at least a portion of a score 
of ships contracted for by the Chi¬ 
nese government. 

The Oriental contract was entered 
into between the Bethleiiem Steel 
Company and tlie Mancliu govern- 
prior to tlie revolution of 1911. 

This called for the building of $20,- 
000,000 worth of warships and lias 
been confirmed by President Yuan 
Slii Kai with the proviso that the 
ships lie other than war vessels. 
IJKIXJ FOR CITY CROWS. 

“Fvery time I come to San Fran¬ 
cisco I am more favorably impress¬ 
ed,” said Scliwab. “There is no 
(luestion about the groat future of 
your city. You know I mean tliis be¬ 
cause of tlie amount of money the 
Itetlilehem Company lias expended 
here. 

‘‘V\T' will expend a great deal more 
in the future. Tlie new dry dock will 
cost close to $2,500,000, and in addi¬ 
tion to this numerous otlier improve¬ 
ments will be Installed. 

“By tlie time we are through spend 
ing money for the development of the 
Union Iron Works the plant will be 
tlie eiiual of any in the world. In 
fact, tills is already true, and we are 
doing everything possible to make it 
better. 

“We are fortunate in having select¬ 
ed J. A. McGregor as president and 
others oiiually efiiclent to handle the 
plant here. We are entirely satisfied 
witli the acconiplisliments of the lo¬ 
cal management. 

GOOD WORK IIEINfJ D0\E. 

“The plant is doing splendidly and 
a lot of work is being handled. The 
best proof of our confidence in the 
future greatness of San Francisco is 
that we have placed no limit on the 
amount we are willing to expend on 
the plant. 

“As soon as Congress approves the 
bill wliicli binds the Government to 
grant not less than $50,000 worth of 
work per annum for six years, we 
will break ground for tlie new dock, 
which will be the largest structure of 
the kind in the world. 

“It may be some time before the 
contract for tlie Cliinese sliips results 
in construction, but when this time 
comes it is certain that some of these 
vessels at least will be built here. 
TEN MORE FREIGHTERS. 

“The Bethlt'hem Steel Company has 
just arranged for the charter of ten 
big freighters, each capable of carry¬ 
ing 16,0C0 tons, for a term of twenty 
years. ^These will be built in Europe 
and Will carry ore from Chile to the 
Bethlehem plant through the Panama 
canal They will carry about 1,000,- 


000 tons a year and this will mean 
that we will pay more money to the I 
government than any other canal | 
patron. i 

“We find more optimism on the Pa- i 
cific Coast than elsewhere. The pos- : 
sibilities for the future are so great j 
liere that it could not be otherwise, i 
“I do not think that a steel plant | 
can be located here for some time to i 
come at least. You could get the ore 
from South America, but there is no i 
fuel here. This could be only solved j 
by an adequate system for reducing j 
ore with oil fuel.”—Examiner, Mar. 17. I

the western organization. 

Knowing that California would 
have its immigration problems with 
the opening of the Canal, the Wo¬ 
man’s Board decided to effect a per¬ 
manent organization rather than one 
for the temporary welfare work dur¬ 
ing the Exposition year. From now, 
until after the Exposition, the Trave¬ 
lers’ Aid will be an allied Exposition 
activity. I’resident Moore endorses 
most heartily the formation of the 
permanent organization. 

At the time of the Exposition the 
information bureaus will be handled 
jointly by the Travelers’ Aid Society 
and the Exploitation Division of the 
Exposition. This will mean efficien¬ 
cy. 

The Exploitation Department of the 
Exposition will list and endorse ho¬ 
tels and restaurants that may be re¬ 
lied upon not to increase rates and 
prices, and the Travelers’ Aid will do j 
everything else that will make for 
the comfort and general welfare of 
the traveler. This combination of 
big forces will mean peace of mind 
for every one who makes the pilgrim¬ 
age to the 1915 Exposition. 

The Woman’s Board, in the interest 
of the Exposition and the immigra¬ 
tion of the years to follow, is organi¬ 
zing the women of every county in 
the state of California. That orga¬ 
nization will take up Travelers’ Aid 
work in conjunction with the Wo¬ 
man’s Board, meaning that a traveler 
may come from any part of the world 
and go to any county of this vast 
state, protected at all times by the 
agencies of the Travelers’ Aid.

The board of supervisors at its ses¬ 
sion last Monday directed the clerk 
to communicate with the Southern 
Pacific Company and ask for deeds of 
rights of way over its property along 
the bay shore county highway be¬ 
tween this city and the county line. 
It is understood that the railroad 
company has tacitly agreed to give a 
forty-foot strip for that purpose. 
That will not do, as forty feet will 
not be wide enough for the important 
liighway that San Bruno road will be¬ 
come in a very short time. The offi¬ 
cial sixty-six feet is little enough. 
Farther north, on the six mile hill 
above Visitacion, the Crocker Estate 
people have agreed to give the city 
of San Francisco a right of way 
eighty feet wide, provided the city 
will grade it. The board of supervi¬ 
sors of San Mateo county cannot af¬ 
ford to accept a deed for a right of 
way so narrow as forty feet for San 
Bruno road. The Enterprise has 
learned that if such an acceptance is 
made it can he set aside by the 
State Railroad Commission. The San 
Mateo county board of supervisors 
is composed of intelligent, progres¬ 
sive men, and The Enterprise sug¬ 
gests that nothing narrower than six¬ 
ty-six feet be accepted from the rail¬ 
road company. A less width will be 
illegal in the lirst place, and secondly 
very unsatisfactory to the taxpayers 
in the hay shore district.

Sion of the law the right to select the 
person to print the delinquent list. 
This is the way it has been done in 
my county for years.”—Editor.] 

District Attorney Swart reported 
that Eighty-eighth, Eighty-ninth and 
Ninetieth streets, and Railroad and 
Sullivan avenues in the Seventy-five 
Dollar Lot Homestead were public 
thoroughfares; that Castle, Atlanta, 
Market, Price and Orange streets and 
San Bruno avenue in the Abbey 
Homestead had been regularly ded¬ 
icated to public use, and that Ran- 
some street, adjoining the public 
school property at Daly City had 
been laid out with the school lot at 
the time it was sold to the district, 
and could not be closed. 

Action regarding those streets and 
avenues was continued until the 30th 
instant. 

A. P. Bellisle of the San Mateo 
News repeated his offer made at the 
meeting held on the 2d instant, to de¬ 
vote four pages of his paper to a 
writeup of the county, to be publish¬ 
ed in a special edition of 400 copies 
at the rate of $300. 

The board took no action. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Casey, the 
chairman was authorized to enter in¬ 
to contract with the American Bank 
Protection Company of Minneapolis 
to keep the burglar alarm of the 
treasurer’s vault in order at an an¬ 
nual cost of $15. 

On motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor Francis, the 
clerk was directed to publish a no¬ 
tice inviting bids for the construc¬ 
tion of the second section of the San 
Pedro road in the first township. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Blackburn, 
the clerk was authorized to employ 
an assistant to prepare lists of vo¬ 
ters for the different city elections. 

On motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor MacBain, the 
clerk was directed to communicate 
with the Soutliern Pacific Company 
and reiiuest that deeds of rigiit of 
way be furnished tlirough tlie com¬ 
pany’s property, as promised, for the 
new road leading from Soutii San 
Francisco to the county line. 

Chairman Brown gave a lengtliy 
report of tlie convention of super¬ 
visors, attended by him at Los Ange¬ 
les last Saturday, and recommended 
tliat the county purchase $100,000 of 
the state’s 4 per cent bonds, at par, 
to assist in the completion of the 
state higliway from San Francisco 
to Los Angeles. 

Treasurer Chamberlain was called 
and stated that tlie money could be 
spared from the county’s funds for 
at least two years and the invest¬ 
ment would be more remunerative 
tlian lending the money to banks, for 
which only 2 per cent was realized. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Casey, it was 
declared to be the board’s intention 
to invest $100,000 in the .bonds at 
par. Supervisor Francis voted “no” 
on the motion, giving as his reason 
tliat it was poor business policy for 
tlie county to purcliase the bonds 
wlien it miglit use tlie money to buy 
its own bonds, ratlier than sell them 
at par. 

Supervisor Brown called Supervi¬ 
sor F’rancis to the chair, and taking 
tlie floor moved that it be the sense 
of tlie board tliat in tlie event of tlie 
state liighway being built on the west 
side of tlie railroad, tlie county will 
maintain and keep in order, the pres¬ 
ent county road leading from Beres- 
ford to the city limits of Redwood 
City. The motion was seconded by 
Supervisor MacBain and carried. 

A petition, signed by Earl J. Jones 
and others, was received, asking that 
an extra light be placed in Alemany 
street in the Colma Lighting Dis¬ 
trict. The petition was granted on 
motion of Supervisor Casey, second¬ 
ed by Supervisor MacBain.

FOREST NOTES. 


Canada has 23 million acres in tim¬ 
ber reserves, as compared with 187 
million acres in the national forests 
of the United States. 

Apple wood is the favorite material 
for ordinary saw handles, and some 
goes into so-called brier pipes. 

New Jersey has a timbered area of 
about two million acres, on which the 
timber is worth about $8,500,000 on 
the stump. It is mainly for cord- 
wood. 

Many of the forest fires attributed 
to railroads are caused not by sparks 
from locomotives, but by cigar and 
cigarette butts thrown from smoking- 
car windows. 

Port Orford cedar of the Pacific 
coast, recently tried as a substitute 
for English willow in the manufac¬ 
ture of artificial limbs, has been 
found unsatisfactory. While it is 
light enough, it is too coarse and 
brittle. 

As an experiment, the supervisor 
cf the Beaverhead national forest is 
stripping the bark from the bases of 
a number of lodgepole pine trees at 
various periods before they are to be 
cut for telephone poles. This gird¬ 
ling causes the trees to exude resin, 
and it is desired to find what effect 
this may have as a preservative 
treatment for the poles.

TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


The practice of men and youths un¬ 
dressing on the shores of Alameda 
and going iy. bathing without proper 
suits is to be stopped by the Police 
and Fire Commission. The Commis¬ 
sion decided to send a request to the 
City Council, asking that an ordi¬ 
nance be passed preventing such prac¬ 
tices. 

At a recent conference between a 
committee of the Native Sons and the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition officials 
plans were formulated for the greatest 
celebration In the history of Califor¬ 
nia of Admission Day, September 9, 
1915. This day has been designated 
by the exposition officials as “Cali¬ 
fornia Day” and the programme is 
being arranged by the Native Sons 
and Daughters of the Golden -West. 
The conference decided that all fes¬ 
tivities on this occasion will be held 
within the exposition grounds. 

Growing of Angora goats for hair 
and milk may soon be one of El Do¬ 
rado’s most productive industries. A 
number of Angora herds are being 
started and plenty of opportunity is 
offered. Goats do particularly well in 
a brushy country, and thousands of 
acres in El Dorado County, useless for 
every other purpose, may soon be feed¬ 
ing great goat herds. During the last 
year, growers near Placerville have 
sold their mohair at 35 and 40 cents 
a pound, and kids 8 months old at $3 
a head. 

The San Rafael Chamber of Com 
merce, the San Rafael Real Estate 
Board and the Marin County Promo¬ 
tion League are protesting against 
the proposed change of the 
San Francisco terminus of the 
Northwestern Pacific Ferry from the 
ferry station at the foot of Market 
street to the foot of Powell street. 
The Protestants are unanimous in the 
view that such a change on the part 
of the State Harbor Commission 
would be detrimental to the best in¬ 
terests of the people of Marin County. 

Island farmers In San Joaquin 
County have about completed hii(r- 
vesting a banner crop of celery. Near-! 
ly 120 carloads have been shipped 
out of the Delta region. Those en¬ 
gaged in handling this vegetable state 
that the winter was practically per¬ 
fect from a grower’s standpoint, as 
weather conditions were ideal, and 
aside from a few rainy days cutting 
went on uninterruptedly during tne 
entire season. While exact figures 
are not given, market reports show 
the growers have received good 
prices, especially those who produced 
first-class goods. 

A record-breaking cantaloupe crop 
expected this year in the Imperial Val¬ 
ley is said to have been made so tre¬ 
mendously large by the use of little 
paper drinking cups. These little cups 
were placed over the plants early In 
the season and thus protected the ten¬ 
der leaves from the frosts. One grower 
experimented and had such good re¬ 
sults that others followed suit The 
Southern Pacific Company is prepar¬ 
ing to handle one of the greatest 
crops ever shipped out of the valley. 
Beginning with small consignments a 
few years ago, cantaloupe shipments 
have grown until last year they to -1 
taled 3500 cars. The season lasts only : 
six weeks. I

San Francisco, tlie music-loving, 
will soon offer the world’s best mu¬ 
sic at a price within the reach of 
every man and woman who cares 
for it. And this wealth of melody 
will come, not as a charitable gift, 
but through the organized co-opera¬ 
tion of the music-lovers. 

A huge. Philharmonic Association, 
whose membership is expected to 
be over 1500, at least, has been form¬ 
ed under the auspices of the music 
committee of the New Era League to 
arrange for the series of popular 
priced concerts. It is an opportunity 
for every music lover to assist in es¬ 
tablishing a people’s symphony or¬ 
chestra, which will render the best 
music of the great masters for 25 
cents a month.

Issued upon authority of the San 
Mateo County Development Associa¬ 
tion ; 

Notwithstanding the numerous ob¬ 
stacles in the path of the county offi¬ 
cials upon whose shoulders rest tlie 
burdens of constructing the $1,250,- 
000 of good roads, the huge task is 
being carried on with remarkable 
rapidity. 

The good work of the county offi¬ 
cials is easily realized when one com¬ 
pares it with the work of the State 
Highway Commission in other coun¬ 
ties and takes into consideration the 
fact that the state officers are doing 
the best they can. Though it may be 
unfair to compare the work of the 
state with that of our county, yet it 
shows off best the remarkable pro¬ 
gress in road building being made 
here. 

Despite the financial stringency 
under which the county was labor¬ 
ing and which set back the county 
six months in the disposition of the 
first batch of road bonds, the con¬ 
struction of highways is going ahead 
at a pace that promises to be a re¬ 
cord breaker. 

The legal work, which is highly 
technical as well as preponderous, in 
connection with the bond work, is 
being ably taken care of by District 
Attorney Swart, whose efforts meet 
with high approval by those having 
business with the county. His able 
manner of handling the intricate de¬ 
tails in connection with a bond issue i 
of this magnitude called forth words 
of praise from the bond-buying hous¬ 
es, who usually have more or less 
difficulity in transactions with muni¬ 
cipal govtrnments.

GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Colonel Rondon, a member of the 
Brazilian commission accompanying 
Oolonel Theodore Roosevelt, tele¬ 
graphs that the expedition reached 
Barao de Malgato after a ride of 500 
miles on horseback through the in¬ 
terior of the country without being at¬ 
tacked by savages. The telegram 
says Colonel Roosevelt is in excellent 
health. 

Two sweeping legal victories were 
won by labor when the Oregon Su¬ 
preme Court in two opinions pro¬ 
nounced the minimum wage law and 
the ten-hour law, both passed by the 
last Legislature, constitutional. The 
ground upon which both were declared 
valid was that it is within the police 
power of the State to enact laws for 
the protection of the health, morals 
and welfare of its citizens. 

Three person were killed, fifteen 
were buried under debris, and about 
ten were injured in St. Louis when 
the west wall of the Missouri Athletic 
Club building, which was destroyed 
by Are in which thirty-one persons lost 
their lives a week ago, collapsed and 
crashed through a four-story building 


rrom twenty to fifty pounds may be 
shipped in the first and second zones 
In boxes and crates similar to thosd 
handled by express companies. The 
amendment provides that parcels 
weighing twenty pounds or less will 
be handled as heretofore, and must 
be securely packed in “such manner 
as to be safely treated in bags with 
other matter.” 

To further add to the popularity of 
the parcel post, Postmaster-General 
Burleson has signed an order which 
will permit the attaching of a letter 
to a package when both bear their 
respective rates of postage, and are 
addressed to the same individual. The 
Bending of a communication with a 
parcel post package heretofore has not 
been permissible. The letter or com¬ 
munication, however, is not to be in¬ 
closed in the package, but is to be tied 
or otherwise securely fastened to the 
outside in such manner as to prevent 
its separation from the package. The 
new order is expected to enlarge con¬ 
siderably the parcel post service.

Cincinnati Is setting an example 
worthy of emulation In a successful 
crusade against the smoke nuisance.

To 
go out and watch a smoking stack is 
the simplest thing in the world; to 
make an arrest of an offender is not 
difficult; to secure the imposition of a 
fine is comparatively an easy matter, 
out to actually stop the smoke—ah.

The little town of Lewes, Del., has 
conducted a successful municipal the¬ 
ater for several years, where clean 
amusement for Its citizens Is offered. 
The theater was built by public sub¬ 
scription several years ago and is In 
cUarge of a small commission, which 
looks after its affairs. When the 
young men and Indies of the town 
want to hold a dance the hall is turn¬ 
ed over to them free of charge. For 
all home talent affairs as well the hall 
Is given gratis. A piano has been 
purchased and Is being paid for by 
subscription and from the Income of 
nmeteur plays. The theater is also 
used to attract conventions, and any 
respectable theatrical company may 
have the place for a moderate sum. 

For Better Conditions. 

A state commission on the distribu¬ 
tion of population is provided for In a 
bill which has been Introduced in the 
New York legislature. The commission 
would be com{)osed of sixteen mem¬ 
bers. 

The bill, it was said, was prompted 
by the great number of unemployed 
crowded into New York city this win¬ 
ter. General uplift, the betterment of 
country life and housing conditions In 
small towns and villages are to be the 
principal objects of the proposed com¬ 
mission, the members of which are to 
serve without compensation.

“Nickel” poli¬ 
cies in transit development, 
such as we frequently encounter 
among our public corporations, 
boulevard and parkway devel¬ 
opments, the main function of 
which Is the increase in real 
estate values that benefit the 
few. the construction of costly 
luiblic buildings to impress the 
strangers and benefit the graft¬ 
ing contractors, do not consti¬ 
tute city planning. 

Unless we realize the impor¬ 
tance of reducing congestion, dis¬ 
tributing adequatel.v and equita¬ 
bly the advantages of parks, 
playgrounds, social and educa¬ 
tional centers, give easy and 
cheap access to the opportuni¬ 
ties for employment to the peo¬ 
ple as a whole, this country will 
be developing slums and their 
products — poverty, Immorality, 
crimes, disease and death.—Dr.

Heat 
j reflected by mirrors directly from the 
noonday sun upon boilers has been 
made to generate steam and turn ar¬ 
matures. 

Another way of tapping Is to allow 
the sun to shine on thermo electric 
piles, unions of ends of bars of unlike 
metals. 

What my friend evidently wants is 
electricity ns cheap as air, water and 
sunlight This really Is the dream of 
electricians. Since nothing exists but 
electrons, and these are electricity. It 
does seem that we ought to get all we 
want for nothing by merely taking or 
tapping the supply. But Edison, 
Thomson. Rutherford and Tesla and 
Steinmetz have not blazed the way 
Into this unknown problem of the 
ages. 

1 have no doubt that man will make 
this conquest, for the mind phasing in 
man Is illimitable.

The 
immediate effect is a tense situation, 
all the greater in view of the immi¬ 
nence of the elections. 

M. Caillaux, broken in spirit, re¬ 
signed from his post, and the Cabinet 
was subject to several changes. The 
lobbies are seething with all sorts of 
reports, and the resignation of Ernest 
Monis, Minister of Marine, and even 
the whole Cabinet is rumored. 

Crowds assembled around the Cail¬ 
laux residence, the Figaro office and 
Saint Lazare prison, where Mme. Cail¬ 
laux occupies a cell. 

Mme. Caillaux was visited in prison 
by her husband. She will be defended 
by M. Labor!, the noted advocate. 

Henri Robert, considered the most 
celebrated lawyer in France, was 
asked to defend Mme. Caillaux, but re¬ 
fused OB the ground that he was a 
close personal friend of M. Calmette. 

M. Labor! offered the same objec¬ 
tion, but fina'iy consented to serve 
“for the sake of humanity.” 

Gaston Calmette, editor of the Pl- 
.garo, was shot by Mme. Henriette Cail¬ 
laux, wife of Joseph Caillaux, the 
French Minister of Finance. 

Mme. Caillaux went to the office of 
the Figaro to carry out an act of ven 
geance against M. Calmette, who had 
been waging a campaign characterized 
by extreme bitterness against the 
Minister of Finance. She fired ai: 
least three times, M. Calmette being 
wounded in the chest, in the side and 
the abdomen. 

Having committed the deed, Mme; 
Caillaux submitted to arrest and was 
removed to a police station, where she 
underwent a preliminary examination.. 

In her statement to the police, Mme. 
Gailllaux explained that the campaign 
against her husband had become intol¬ 
erable, and she determined to stop it. 
She consulted an eminent lawyer, who 
I advised her that legal proceedings 
would be futile—that they were often 
worse In the case of an innocorit than 
in the case of the guilty. She decided 
then to take the law into her own 
hands. She bought a revolver, drove 
to the Figaro office, and sent In her 
card. 

Mme. Caillaux Is the Minister’s third 
wife. She is 39 years old. She was 
the wife of Leo Claretie, from whom 
she was divorced. 

The personal campaign of Gaston 
Calmette against Joseph Caillaux be¬ 
gan on January 12th, and since then 
the attacks against the Finance Min¬ 
ister have been a dally feature of the 
paper. 


That the United States Government 
Is going to see its regulations regard¬ 
ing wireless operators and stations 
obeyed is Indicated by a fine recently 
Imposed on an amateur operator in 
San Francisco, and by an order to 
prosecute a commercial operator. The 
first was warned several times that 
his wave length was longer than al¬ 
lowed amateur stations, and when he 
did not change it a fine of $25 was 
Imposed upon him. The commercial 
operator w'ho Is to be prosecuted has 
had a charge of forgery placed against 
him for signing the names of two cap¬ 
tains under whom he served to his II 
cense record. 


Returns complete on the city elec¬ 
tion held in Napa show that the peo¬ 
ple voted by large majorities to retain 
control of the water front and whar¬ 
finger In that city, and also the ware¬ 
houses. There was a majority of 175 
In each Instance. It was shown dur¬ 
ing the campaign that Vallejo and Oak- 
land voted to retain their water fronts 
recently. The city voted to turn over 
to the Railroad Commission the con¬ 
trol of the railroad companies, electrio 
light and water corporations operating 
In Napa. 
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
